APPRAISING THE NEW ONES 


I shall confine my remarks mostly to the newer varieties, believing that the older varieties 
are too well known to need comment. However, let me say, in many instances the newer 
varieties are no better, and perhaps not as good as many of the old stand-bys. 


Of the new whites, WHITE SYMPHONY and MOTHER FISCHER look very promising. 
Both are ruffled with good texture, tall and well placed, and should prove excellent for exhibi- 
tion or commercial uses. SILVER COURT is a clean white that impressed me with the purity 
of its color and is a welcome addition for that reason. For all around performance FLORENCE 
NIGHTINGALE still ranks very high. FREEDOM in the blotched whites continues as a leader. 


CREAM ORCHIDS, LEIF ERICKSON, and PROF. GOUDRIAN are welcome new-comers 
to the cream class, but I do not believe they can beat well grown spikes of CONNIE G or 
LEADING LADY for exhibition purposes. In creams with throat markings, our favorites are 
LA VALLE, SALMON’S GLORY, SINCERITY and SPARKS. 


The yellows are coming so fast that it is hard to keep up with them. Two new ones im- 
pressed us as being outstanding: GELBER HERCULES, a new one from Holland, is a large, 
vigorous, very-tall, medium yellow, opening up to 8 well-attached blooms, and seems a yellow 
of great promise. GOLD, undoubtedly has the purest, richest color of any yellow — a tall 
robust grower, but unless well grown, flower head is inclined to be short. BONANZA is the 
largest of the early yellows, grows tall and propagates especially well. TERRIFIC has the ability 
to open up to 12 medium sized blooms with faint red lines and will become a heavy show 
winner when stock becomes available). ROBERT ALAN, SUNDANCE, LANCELOT, GENE, 
LODESTAR, and YELLOW HERALD are all fine yellows and destined to become leading 
commercials. The best of the blotched yellows are PERDITA, MANCHU, and SPOTLIGHT. 


QUIBERON vies with PATROL for first honors in the buff class. In spite of a tendency 
to crook, QUIBERON will win many championship honors. The much heralded MARATHON 
proved a disappointment. Of the older ones, SUNSPOT, PACTOLUS, SUNLIGHT, and WILMA 
DITTMANWN are still going strong and winning Blue Ribbons. 


In the orange class, a new one that looks good is Wilson's COUNTRY CLUB and will 
offer competition to CIRCE, probably best in this class. BETTY DUNCAN looks best to us 
in the 300 class. Of the older ones, we think highly of CHFEF PONTIAC, HENRI DE GRIEVE, 
DAISY MAE, ORANGE GOLD, and OCTOBER SUNSHINE. 


Of the salmons, we think our own PINK PRIDE will step into the front ranks. LUXURY 
seems to have the size and color value to become a fine exhibition variety. MAJESTIC and 
PHAROAH are both excellent varieties, very tall and robust. POLNESIE with its ability to 
open up to 10 well placed blooms will win its share of honors. GORGEOUS DEB is one of the 
most beautiful as well as ruffled varieties in existence. This class has a long list of excellent 
varieties and the following cannot be omitted: BOLDFACE, DIEPPE, KING ALFRED, DOLLY 
VARDEN, GEN. EISENHOWER, and CORDOVA. 


SAN SOUCI, in the scarlet class, struck us as having the nicest and purest color we’ve 
seen in a long time. HAROLD K, RED CHERRY, and RED WING were all very outstanding 
in our garden. Other scarlet reds that performed well were DANCING FLAME, nice clean 
color with slender stem, BONFIRE, robust and brilliant, ESQUIRE, strong growing, FLAME 
GIRL, beautiful color, and FIRE GLEAM which opens up to 10 blooms. 


In the long list of pink glads, it is most difficult to pick out any particular variety as 
tops — there are so many that are outstanding! However, the following in alphabetical order 
take the limelight: BOISE BELLE, a beautiful pink and yellow blend; CLARENCE D. FORT- 
NAM, heavily ruffled blush pink; EVANGELINE, tall, robust beauty; MISS HOLLAND, the 
new pink sensation from across; SHEHERAZADE, another outstanding Holland variety with 
blotch; SILCHERLIED, very outstanding in our garden this past summer; SKYWAY, early 
tall commercial; SWEET 16, a sport of Beauty's Blush, but a real honest-to-goodness blush. Of 
course, we can’t omit the older CONN. YANKEE, still winning grand championships; JUNE 
DAY, earliest pink; FRIENDSHIP, lovely and early; MARION PEARL, one of our favorites, 
and PHANTOM BEAUTY. There are many other good ones, and I hope I haven’t left out 
your favorite. 
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The red class has been augmented by such sterling varieties as BIG JOE, DEE TWELVE, 
LEAH GORHAM, and POINSETTA. From the reports reaching us, DEE TWELVE is destined 
for a great commercial future because of its tall, strong growth and purity of color. POINSETTA 
also has commercial value. Of the older ones, still going strong are MID AMERICA, easily 
winning blue ribbons; GRACIE ALLEN, beautiful clear red; FIREBRAND; BIRCH RED; 
NANCY; and RED CHARM. 


The best dark red in our garden this summer was DARK DAVID which will give HAMLET 
competition for top honors. Other varieties that performed well and won many Blue Ribbons 
were RUFFLED KNIGHT, best ruffled dark red, BLACK CHERRY, CAPT. KIDD, and 
BLACK PHANTOM which also produced fine spikes. 


GLAD TIDINGS, our introduction this year, gave us our biggest thrill in the rose class. 
I’m sure you'll agree when you see it. ROSY FUTURE and ELMER’S ROSE produced 
splendid spikes. For exhibition purposes it is hard to beat a well grown spike of NOWETA 
ROSE. MACHUSLA and MADELINE HEFTY both made tall spikes of well placed blooms. 
The following old timers performed well this summer: TOPFLITE, cut hundreds of beautiful 
spikes; MISS WISCONSIN; BURMA, constant Blue Ribbon winner; GIANT CYCLAMEN; 
MODERN TIMES; PREVIEW; and VENIDA. LILA WALLACE is unexcelled for baskets 
and home arrangements. 


Of the newer lavenders, SUBLIME and ORCHID FANTASY impressed us most. SUBLIME 
is a clear medium lavender on a tall slender spike. ORCHID FANTASY, pale orchid shade of 
perfect placement with 6-8 open, should prove valuable commercially. BRIDAL ORCHID 
flecked some, but is a strong grower with many open, making good exhibition spikes. SUNDAY 
BEST, perhaps more lavender than rose, is proving an exceptional commercial because of its 
strong growth and good color value. It never crooks and is an exceptional propagator. 
ORCHID MARVEL gave us lovely, clear lavender spikes; ORCHID LADY is a tall, early 
commercial; LAVENDER LACE, a beautiful, ruffled light lavender. Of the older varieties and 
still good are PARTHIENA, a winner in its class; BENJAMIN BRITTEN; ABIGAIL; LAVEN- 
DER PRINCE; and ELIZABETH THE QUEEN — all fine commercials. WEDGEWOOD, a 
300 glad, is acknowledgerd one of the most beautiful lavenders and a must-have for arrange- 
ments and a useful glad for Florists. 


In one short year KING DAVID seems to have reached top place in the purple class. 
KASHMIR also impressed us — a very beautiful and ruffled glad with wonderful color value. 
Watch KAREN go places because of its distinctive coloring, although I’m not sure it belongs 
with the purples. The following rank in our older favorites: SHERWOOD, DOROTHY ARM- 
STRONG, LANCASTER, PURPLE SUPREME, KING LEAR, and VULCAN — these still win 


at the shows. 


BLUE DEVIL seems to be the most talked about blue because of its striking color com- 
bination of deep violet with a rose blotch on a cream throat. BLUE BONNETT and 
LIBRETTO are the best of the light blues. RAVEL makes the best spikes but its health seems 
questionable. We grow BLUE BEAUTY, HIGH LIFE, and MAX REGER for commercial use. 


This is still our weakest class. 


Of the newer smokies and any other class, we like STORM TERROR and SALAMANCA, 
both light orange smokies of strong, tall growth and seemingly capable of winning at the 
shows. I think GRAY SUMMIT the best of the gray smokies. PERSIAN RUG is a blending of 
deep brown tones that is unusual and beautifully striking. Other smokies which rate high with

CARE AND CULTURE 


(Complete planting instructions will be included with each order) 


SOIL AND FERTILIZER 


Glads do well on most any soil if they are planted in the open garden where there is 
plenty of sunshine. You may work well rotted manure into the soil in the Spring by putting 
it into the bottom of your planting trench, then covering with an inch of soil; then planting 
your bulbs. Vigoro is also good. Two or three applications of commercial fertilizer may be 
made on the surface along the rows during the growing season before the plants bloom. Any 
fertilizer should be kept from direct contact with the bulb or foliage. If you wish to grow 
immense spikes, you must fertilize heavily; your plants must also have at least an inch of 


water every three or four days. 
PLANTING 


Work soil to a depth of eight inches, or ten inches will be better. Large bulbs should 
be covered with about six inches of soil. The deeper planting helps keep them upright when 
blooming. Smaller bulbs should be planted not less than two inches. You may regulate your 
distance apart in the row by the space you have. Plant rows anywhere from 2 ft. to 3. ft. apart. 
Plant in rows from two to six inches apart, depending on space and number of bulbs. They do 
well planted close together, but require more water. 


DIGGING AND STORAGE 


Our early stock is taken up in early October. The bulbs should be taken up within six 
weeks to two months after blooming but before the tops begin to get brown. Even if the tops 
are green, bulbs should be taken up before the ground freezes deeply. After digging, cut off 
the tops close to bulb and put in screen bottomed trays to cure. They should have plenty of 
ventilation while curing and must not be put in containers more than three of four inches 
deep. At this time Napthalene flakes (procured from your druggist) may be safely scattered on 
the bulbs which are dormant. Use at the rate of an ordinary handful per 100 bulbs. A little more 
or less won’t do any harm and it will drive away any thrip that may be harboring an idea of 
wintering on your bulbs. By the time you are ready to clean the bulbs most of the flakes will 
have evaporated. A note of warning! DO NOT use them in the Spring when the root nodules 
appear at the base of the bulb, as they are harmful and prevent normal growth of the plant. 
Use them right after digging or early winter. Stir them every few days and keep dry. In four 
weeks they will be cured so that old bulbs may be removed from the bottoms. They may then 
be placed in storage. Proving very effective as a thrip control in storage is a light dusting of 
5% DDT powder. This is very good if the bulbs do not have to be handled during storage 
as DDT powder is poisonous. 

The storage temperature is best at 45 to 50 degrees. Your storage room should be dry, 
cool and ventilated and as near uniform as possible as to temperature. It is well to look at 
your bulbs every two or three weeks. If they show signs of too much moisture or look mouldy, 
dry them out and give better ventilation. Keep them in small containers and spread thin. 


THRIP AND DISEASE CONTROL 


With the advent of D.D.T. as a dust or spray for thrip on 
gladiolus the problem has become of minor importance. A few 
dustings or sprayings after the plants are about 8-10 inches high 
will eliminate all trouble from that source. 

DDT Spray 

2 rounded teaspoonfuls DDT (50% wettable). I teaspoon- 
ful Dreft. 2 gallons of water. Spray every 8-10 days till glads 
begin to bloom. 

DDT Dust 

Use 3 or 5% dust. Preferably use a dust also containing a 
Bood fungicide. Dust lightly every 8-10 days till glads begin to 

oom. 


BULB DIPS 

As a disease preventative for bulbs. We recommend this as a precaution both for your 
old bulbs and new bulbs no matter where obtained. 

LYSOL — 1 tablespoonful of Lysol. 1 gallon of water. Soak 4 to 6 hours immediately 
preceding planting. 

NEW improved Ceresan — 1 oz. of N. I. Ceresan. 3 gallons of water. Weigh carefully 
and leave bulbs in solution 15 minutes. Do not leave bulbs in solution over 20 minutes and 
be sure to plant immediately after dipping. 
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
